Sadat seeks

Egypt yesterday recalled Suez 
Canal pilots working abroad and 
planned to begin δὴ extensive 
sweep of the canal bed today in 
preparation for reopening the 
waterway to. international ship- 
ping on June 5, as announced by 
President Anwar Sadat on Satur- 
day night. 

Observers say the Egyptian lea- 
der is out to achieve a number of 
political objectives in reopening the 
Canal and in extending the man- 
date of the U.N. peacekeeping 
force in Sinai three months beyond 
the present expiry date of April 24. 

A primary aim is to persuade 
world opinion, especially the U.S., 
of his peaceful intentions and thus 
seek to counter-balance the charge 
that Egypt offered almost no con- 
cessions during the latest media- 
tion did of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 

Furthermore, Sadat has opened 
up a four-month period of time to 


allow Kissinger another crack at’ 


achieving an interim settlement 
under which Jerusalem would 
undertake to make a further pull- 
back in Sinai. By extending the 
U.N. mandate, the American Sec- 
retary of State has been given a 
breathing space to seek an interim 
accord before, or in the course of, 
a renewed Geneva Middle East con- 
ference — or even afterward if the 
conference reaches deadlock. It is 
believed in Cairo the Geneva con- 
ference will be reconvened before 
the Undof mandate expires on the 
Syrian front at the end of May.

An accurate casualty count was virtually 
impossible to obtain because much of the 
fighting took place in remote villages which 
were inaccessible to independent observers. 
The estimates were pieced together from mis- 
stonary, diplomatic and military sources. 

The analysts said the army suffered far 
more casualties than the guerrillas but that 
civilians probably suffered the most. 

Diplomatic reports and statements by rebels 
have cited evidence that government troops 
were still conducting a systematic campaign 
of terror i 2.5 million Eritrean civilians, 
Most of whom back the rebellion. But the 
reports did not altogether support rebel claims 
of genocide. 

During a visit to Asmara in February, this 
reporter talked to scores of persons who said 
they had been indiscriminately shot or tortured 
by troops in the first days of the fighting. 

The current conflict is rooted in Ethiopla’s 
1962 decision to annex Hritrea, then only a 
federated state. The decision spawned the 
current guerrilla movement spearheaded by 
the Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF) and the 
Popular Liberation Front (PLF), both of which 
are bankrolled largely by Arab states including 
Libya, Iraq and Syria.

MASS TRIALS IN BRAZIL 
reopened Suez’ HIGHLIGHT AMAZON WAR 


By SUSAN BRANDFORD 
SAO PAULO (Ofns). 
A SERIES of mass political trials 
has begun in Sao Paulo which 
draws attention to the growth of 
guerrilla warfare being waged by 
landless peasants in the Amazon 
region, urban guerrilla activities, and 
various illegal organisations. 

Until recently all news of the 
guerrilla war in the Amazcn area 
has been rigorously censored out of 
the Brazilian Press. At the opening 
‘of Congress at the beginning of 
March, however, General Ernesto 
Geisel, the President of Brazil, took 
everyone by surprise by making the 
first public reference to this taboo 
subject. He claimed that the “small 
nucleus of fanatics” engaged in 
rural guerrilla warfare had been 
“completely dominated,” but this is 
not a view shared by many people. 
Indeed, reliable (if necessarily un- 


. official) estimates suggest that 15,000 


soldiers are now fighting in the 
jungle against this “small nucleus.” 
It appears that, although very 
greatly outnumbered, the estimated 
200-300 guerrillas are proving very 
difficult to wipe out. 

The first political activists ar- 
rived in the region in 1969 and 
1970, fleeing north from Sao Paulo 


and Rio de Janeiro after the decree- 
ing of the dictatoria] Institutional 
Act Number 5, which gave the Pre- 
sident absolute powers, outside the 
control of Congress, and made any 
kind of “normal” political activity 
on the part of the left-wing opposi- 
tion impossible. These  suilistas 
(southerners) lived quite peacefully 
in the region for two or three years, 
getting used to the primitive jungle 
conditions and making friends with 
the local population, mainly sub- 
sistence peasants who scratch a 
living off the land by cultivating 
rice and beans. 

The peasant posseiros (land squat- 
ters) are facing increasingly diffi- 
cult problems as large companies 
from the south, both Brazilian and 
foreign, encouraged by the generous 
tax incentives granted by ‘the gov- 
ernment, buy up huge tracts of 
forest to convert into pastureland 
for beef cattle. Many squatters are 
being ruthlessly evicted from their 
small plots to make way for these 
efficient and profitable ranches. 
‘There are constant reports in the 
Brazilian Press of peasants who 
have been killed by jaguncos (pro- 
fessiona] killers hired by the com- 
panies) on resisting eviction. This 
situation of violent conflict and 


great social injustice,in which the 
Peasants are always sacrificed to the 
interests of the powerful land- 
owners, makes the region ἃ powder- 
keg, ready to explode with rural 
guerrilla activities.

studying law in Sao Paulo before 
his involvement in student politics 
foreed him to flee to the north.

There is virtually no coverage 
of this war or the political trials 
currently taking place in Sao 
Paulo in the Brazilian Press. This 
is largely due to censorship, but 
also in some degree to legitimate 
fears of reprisals on the part of 
Brazivan journalists, many of whom 
have been arrested in the past.

The shortage of nurses is another 
Problem accepted as static in many 
parts of the world, including Israel. 
The Minister wants the army to 
examine the possibility of allocating 
girl soldiers to service in hospitals 
in the same way they are assign- 
ed to police duty. Girl soldiers could 
relleve nurses of many routine tasks, 
freeing them for the specialized 
work they are trained for, he said. 

One special handicap of health ser- 
vices here is that most Government 
hospitals are housed in former Bri- 
tish army barracks, But the Minis- 
try has in the last four years in- 
vested over IL3,000m. in the con- 
struction of new hospitals with over 
7,000 beds, Mr. Shemtov said. Some 
2,500 of these beds are in the Gush 
Dan region alone. ‘ 

Asked about venereal disease, Mr. 
Shemtov said that there ‘has been 
an increase lately, especially among 
the 15 to 18-year age groups. He 
blamed this on a Jack of sex educa- 
tion. In his opinion prostitutes should 
be subjected to regular medical 
checkups. 

The Minister suggested the news 
media play down the subject of 
drug addition, because it may arouse 
the curiosity of youngsters and at- 
tract them. 

On the excessive use of medicine, 
the Minister noted that Israelis hold 
first place in the world. "We're 
twice as bad as England,” he said, 
indicating the subject was being 
strenuously studied by his Ministry. 
“But I also blame our doctors for 
this abuse,” he added.

Symposium on father’s role develops 
into discussion of women’s rights 


cerned with problems of equal 
rights for women. ‘In our so- 
ciety, girls are taught to be 
friendly, obedient and demure 
while administrative ability and 
ambition belong to the man's 
world. I think the best qualities 
of both sex roles should be 
passed on to all our children, 
male and female, and the differ- 
ences between them should be 
individual differences and not 
labels of masculinity and femin- 
infty...

Orchestral acrobatics 
please the audience 


amazingly enough, the musicians re- 
sponded brilliantly with exhilarating 
renditions of Enesco's 
Rhapsody No. 1 and Hungarian 
Dances Nos. 5 and 6 by Brahms. 
Some of his bag of tricks, 
however, lost their impact rather 
quickly as the conductor used the 
same device (ritardando, a fermata, 
ἃ sudden dynamic contrast) in par- 
ticular spots four or even eight 
times in every repeat without varia- 
tion.

THE AUDIENCE left last week's 
symphony concert at the Jerusalem 
Theatre with happy smilles on 
their faces, as if they had just 
come out of a cinema showing a 
film with a very happy or funny 
ending iMarch 25). This concert 
was really “Popular Classics” in 
every sense of the word. It opened 
with Beethoven’s “Pastoral” Sym- 
phony in a pleasant, smooth, if not 
too contrastful reading, acceptable 
im its plain and unsophisticated in- 
terpretation, by guest conductor 
Josif Conta from Rumania. 

Then, Radu Aldulescu performed 
Haydn’s Cello Concerto in C Major, 
which contains much beautiful music 
and a let of technical demands. Mr. 
Aldulescu is a fine musician; he 
rolis off roulades of running notes 
with a studied monchalance but at- 
tends to the musical content to full 
satisfaction in every detail without 
losing larger connections and con- 
tinuity. Conductor and orchestra 
supported well, and in such a per- 
formance this cancerto can easily 
stand uptoits better known brother 
(in Ὁ Major). A sarabande by Bach 
was added by the soloist in response 
to the prolonged applause for a 
beautiful performance. 

Then the concert became more 
“popular” than “classic” — as the 
conductor ran the orchestra like 
well-drilled circus horses with every 
effect known in the trade; and, 


Lush sound 
spectrum 


BORIS BERMAN'S fourth Music 
Spectrum, presented by the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority (Tel-Aviv, 
Museum, March 27), covered a wide 
range of styles and periods and 
“discovered” forgotten and negiect- 
ed musical cultures. The first part 
was devoted exclusively to French 
music, stressing three of its widely 
contrasting facets: J. Ph. Rameau, 
the courtly aristocrat; Olivier Mes- 
siaen, the 20th century religious mys- 
ticist; and 16th century dances from 
the collection known as the “Book 
of Pierre Attaignant” (1530). Ra- 
meau’s cantata “Diane et Acteon” 
for soprano, violin, harpsichord and 
cello. introduced a newcomer to our 
concert stage, soprano Roslyn Ba- 
rak. Miss Barak possesses an un- 
usually pleasant voice and she also 
seems to have some understanding 
of style, but there were so many 
false notes and bad intonations in 
her part that the cantata was com- 
pletely spoiled. 

The evening's greatest reward 
came from Berman himself, whose 
magnificent presentation of Mes- 
siaen’s three items from his “Vingt 
Regards our L’enfant-Jesus” com- 
pletely changed the atmosphere of 
the concert. Berman’s lush sound 
spectrum was forcefully projected 
and the spiritual content of the 
Music transformed into highty ima- 
ginattve melodic lines, colourful har- 
monies and tricky rhythms. We are 
particularly indebted to Berman for 
treating us to Messiaen's music, 
which is completely neglected by our 
orchestras and artists. 

Several Beethoven folksongs, tran- 
scribed for voice, piano, violin and 
cello, (sung by Miss Barak with Ber- 
man, violinist Dan Grovich, and cel- 
list Shmuel Magen tackling the in- 
strumental parts) were followed by 
a set of Lithuanian folk melodies 
played by the “Laron” Recorder Con- 
sort, led by Shlomo Tidhar. These 
‘short ethnic tunes, called “Sutatines” 
are a precious treasure, an isle of 
completely untouched archaism with- 
in the musical culture of Europe. 
The melodies, which are played by 
2-7 people, consist of short repeti- 
tive melodic and rhythmic patterns, 
creating clashing dissonances of 
seconds and tritons and they ac- 
tually have no analogy in:the whole 
folk music of Europe. 

The Indian-inspired. “Amores” by 
H. John Cage for prepared piano 
and percussion (played by Berman, 
Pamela Jones, Jeffery Kowalsky 
and Yehuda Cohen, percusstonists) 
concluded this interesting and en- 
lightening evening.
